Party formerly served as informants for the Federal 
Bureau of Invest igation and that these two mei 
prepared to testify in court that the Federal 
of Investigation bad offered them $25,000 to 
James Earl Ray for the assassination of Dr. Mlartin 
but her King, Jr. llr. Veisberg indicated that testimony 
in this regard presumably would be furnished 
habeas corpus proceeding. 
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Since you are in possession of all lof the 
evidence in this case, I am certain it is obvious to 
you that there is no basis to the allegations that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation offered anyon^ any 
money to frame James Earl Ray.
